Concise edition reviewed in The Booklist 
and Subscription Books Bulletin, June 1, 
1957.) No mention is made of other per- 
sonnel of that staff or of subject special- 
ists or additional sources consulted. Miss 
McKechnie’s name does not appear in the 
standard biographical works. 

The aim, as stated by the publisher, is 
“to give you confident command of the 
English language as it is written and 
spoken today .. . including current terms 
and biographical entries. . . .” To accom- 
plish this end, the editorial staff has “scru- 
tinized” and often rewritten definitions, 
“restudied [pronunciations] to reflect cur-

rent practice,” and inserted hundreds of 
new illustrations to clarify the meaning of 
the 400,000 words in the body of the dic- 
tionary. 

Prefatory material includes an Introduc- 
tion; an article, “Outline history of the 
English language,” by Harold Whitehall, 
Professor of English and Chairman of Lin- 
guistics at Indiana University, which, ex- 
cept for minor alterations in layout, seems 
to be directly transferred from the earlier 
work; a “Guide to pronunciation” and a 
“Key to pronounciation”; and a “List of 
abbreviations used in this dictionary.” 

The publishers state that this is a “new, 
extensive revision,” requiring 36 months of 
work, rather than the “regular annual re- 
vision” and claim to have examined every 
definition in the light of present-day us- 
age, inserting words now in active use and 
deleting others no longer actively used 
except those obsolete, archaic, and rare 
words “likely to be encountered in the 
earlier standard literature.” 

A comparison of nearly 700 entries, ar- 
ranged alphabetically letter by letter, cov- 
ering Ba through Bam in this edition with 
the same section of the 1950 edition shows 
90 new entries in the former with 22 entries 
now omitted. Examples of new entries are: 
Bachelor of Arts, Bachelor of Science, 
back road, bad blood, bad egg, ball and 
socket joint, ball point pen. Those omitted 
include: bagre, ballonkite, bald buzzard. 
and balsam-sweating. Occasionally an al- 
ternate spelling is given precedence in the 
newer work, e.g., baguette before baguet, 
babouche before baboosh, backstairs be- 
fore backstair. Some words have become 
proper names, for example, Bacchanalia; 
conversely, Balbriggan is no longer a 
proper name. Other slight variations were 
noted, among them additional meanings or 
usages of words. The instances of change 
in this small section would seem to con- 
firm the publisher’s claim for re-examina-

that over half of the list were also in Web- 
ster’s New Twentieth Century Dictionary 
of the English Language, 2d ed., with sub- 
stantially the same meaning. For a few 
more entries the same meaning seems im- 
plied; in some, the sense seems to be not 
quite the same. The new words and new 
or added meanings cover a variety of 
fields, including such words as Ack-Ack, 
acronym, ACTH, aeroembolism, agitprop. 
Some not included here, e.g., comic book, 
coffee break, classified, character assassi- 
nation, carport, brainwashing, bookburn- 
ing, seem also to be examples of popular 
expressions in active use today. All in all, 


| additions inserted into this unabridged 


dictionary largely warrants the claim to 
“current terms” and to definitions “in 
terms that are in tune with the times.” 
The pronunciation of words is shown by 
diacritical markings, a system “based on 
that used by Webster [which] was de- 
signed to avoid, wherever possible, the 
necessity of respelling for pronunciation.” 


| The marks, as indicated at the bottom of 
| each two-page spread and explained in the 
“Guide to pronunciation” and “Key to 


pronunciation,” vary little from those in 


| the earlier edition as stated in the Pref- 
| ace. The aim, as stated in the Guide, is 
| “to avoid the confusion of excessive dia- 


critical marks.” Since the marks are not 
the more familiar ones (e.g., moon rather 
than moon and book rather than book), 
more reference than usual may be neces- 
sary to the foot of the page and to the 
Guide and the Key in the front of the 
book. The Guide states that “in totally 


| unstressed syllables the vowel quality is

| variously reduced, or weakened, in collo- 


quial speech to a more or less neutral 
sound,” and the Introduction says that 


Pe ee “the diacritics have deliberately been giv- 
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en an elasticity that will accommodate the 
phonetic patterns of speakers from differ- 
ent parts of the country.” These state- 
ments would indicate to the user some 
variations in vowel sounds but do not dis- 
tinguish them precisely. 

Syllabication is shown by centered dots, 
and primary and secondary accent marks 
are used. Respellings, as mentioned above, 
are given where deemed essential, e.g., for 
gnat, gnu, gnaw, and phlegm. Frequently 
this respelling is given only for the first 
of a succession of words, and one must 
look back to assume a similar sound for a 
particular word following. Occasionally | 
there is a very little respelling, as in words 
beginning with pt, for instance: ptarmic 
is followed by (tar’), but not so ptarmigan; 
the prefix ptero is not respelled nor are 
many words succeeding it, as pterodactyl, 
although pterography and some others are 
followed by (te). 

The definitions have been worded to | 
achieve accuracy, clarity, and simplicity | 
and to contain, according to the Preface, 
“sufficient information or explanatory no- 
tation so that the meanings would be thor- | 
oughly understood by the general reader.” 
Numbered meanings show different usages 4 
(as stated in the Preface) primarily in | 
order of “practicality.” Occasionally illus- | 
trative or idiomatic phrases or literary | 
quotations “help give the connotative force 
of the word.” Synonyms (but not anto- 
nyms) are included “where it was thought 
helpful.” Also given are an indication of 
the status of the word in the language, as 
colloquial, rare, or obsolete; frequently, | 
labels to show a specialized field of know]l- | 
edge, as botany, biochemistry; variant 
spellings; some noun plurals or verb 
forms. 

As simplification seems to be the aim 
throughout the dictionary, this fact is re- 
flected in the etymologies which attempt, 
the editors say, “to show the origin and 
line of development of the word in the 
simplest manner possible, with a minimum 
of distracting details.”” The source is given 

only for “the Basic or most important 
word of the group” where related words 
appear near to each other. Each part of |

speech is a separate entry. 

The Preface states that there are several 
thousand illustrations, black and white, 
plus colored plates for natural history and 
that hundreds of new ones have been in- 
cluded. A spot check of nearly 100 pages 
from the M section shows 52 changes. In 
this particular section those changes do 
not mean an increase in the total number 
of illustrations, but their number seems 
adequate. Although the illustrations are 
small and quite black, as is frequently the 
case with dictionaries, they still do give a 
definite impression to the user and seem 
to depict accurately the words and en- 
hance their meanings. 


Supplementary sections in the separate- 
ly paged appendix are A Dictionary of 
Biography; A Dictionary of Geography; 
A Dictionary of Noted Names in Fiction, 
Mythology, Legend; A Dictionary of For- 
eign Words and Phrases; A Dictionary of 
Scripture Proper Names and Foreign 
Words. ..; Abbreviations Commonly Used 
in Writing and Printing; Practical Busi- 
ness Mathematics; Forms of Address; Ta- 
bles of Weights and Measures; Special 
Signs and Symbols; Presidents of the 
United States; Vice Presidents and Cab- 
inet Officers of the United States; Declara- 
tion of Independence; Constitution of the 
United States; History of Canada... ; 
Charter of the United Nations; Air Dis- 
tances between Principal Cities of the 
World; Principal Geographic Features of 
the World; Principal Commercial and Fi- 
nancial Terms in Eight Languages; and 
16 unnumbered pages of maps. 

The encyclopedic supplements are, on 
the whole, satisfactory as ready reference 
sources and for general use. The colored 
maps copyrighted 1951 to 1954 by the J. W. 
Clement Co. of Buffalo, New York show 
the major continents and subdivisions. 
Black-and-white spot maps in the margins 
of the pages carry also brief descriptions. 
Some population figures given in the sep- 
arate Dictionary of Geography vary some- 
what from those in the Demographic Year- 
book, 1955, and the Statesman’s Yearbook, 
1956. No source or date is given except 
the publisher’s statement that the “latest 
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available population figures” are used. 
The biography section, universal in 
scope, seems to represent a well-rounded 
selection of names and to be up to date, 
although well-known names can _ be 
thought of which are not included: Wil- 
liam Inge, Bruce Catton, Oscar Handlin, 
A. Whitney Griswold, Damon Runyon, 
Norman Vincent Peale, Mary McLeod 
Bethune. Sam Rayburn is in the list, but 
not Joe Martin. Henry Luce’s name is in 
alphabetical position but his wife, Clare 
Boothe Luce, can be found only under her 
maiden name. Recent death dates are giv- 
en in most cases; however, examples of 


those not given are May 3, 1954 for Earnest | 
Hooton and November 25, 1954 for Henry | 


Sloane Coffin. 


The format of this dictionary is quite | 


satisfactory. The binding is firm with rein- 
forcements at the first and last signatures, 
and the back is flexible, so that the dic- 
tionary should stand up under a consider- 
able amount of use and can be opened fiat. 


However, it is doubtful if the English fin- | 


ish paper, though of medium weight and 
opaque, would endure the heavy use to 


which unabridged dictionaries are subject- | 


ed in a library. The ink is at times so black 
as to somewhat blur the printing, and the 
colored plates could be clearer. Three col- 
umns of words make up the pages, with 
guide words at the top to show the first 
and last entry of the page. Entry words 
are bold-faced, with other words set in 
seven-point type. The larger type and the 
less-crowded setup of the items give this 
dictionary a definite superiority over sim- 
ilar ones in readability and in the appear- 
ance of the pages. There is a thumb index 
to facilitate use of the one-volume work; 
there is none in the two-volume edition. 


Webster’s New Twentieth Century Dic- 
tionary is not a substitute for other stand- 
ard unabridged dictionaries in the same 
price range which contain more words and 
more word forms and give more exact dis- 
tinctions of pronunciation, more examples 
of historical usage, and a greater amount 
of explanatory material. However, the 
claims of its publisher to have produced 
a work with definitions “in tune with the

Japan. International Film Foundation, 1 
3 42d St., N.Y. 17. 1957. 25min. color, 
250. 


Exemplifying the best in travel documentaries, 
this concerns itself with the vast steps Japan 
has taken since World War II to recover from 
military defeat and to offset economic prob- 
lems of overpopulation and lack of natural re- 
sources. One of the best sequences in the film 
shows the coastal fishermen starting out be- 
fore dawn, hauling heavy boats across the 
beaches, and working their nets. The big catch 
is unloaded in the age-old way by woman and 
man power. Other sequences of interest in- 
clude a family having a thanksgiving dinner, 
a group of village farmers inspecting a tractor, 
a street carnival, and a child star dancing in 
Japanese costume on television. The film 
points out the many resources of Japan for 
developing its future; the skills of her people 
are illustrated by the beautiful textiles and 
dependable optical goods, and her human re- 
sources are evidenced in abundant energy and 
the willingness of the people to work hard. An 
extremely well-prepared film: the photog- 
raphy throughout is imaginative, informative, 
and interesting; the pertinent commentary, 
pleasingly narrated by Julien Bryan, supple- 
ments but never overrides the flow of visual 
images on the screen. Highly recommended 
for schools, churches, clubs, and organizations 
of all kinds interested in promoting a fuller 
understanding of Japan, her people, culture, 
and problems. 


Journey in France. Churchill-Wexler. Dis- 
tributor: Mid-America Films, Film Center, 
Lyons, Wis. 1957. 16min. $75; color, $150. 


Starting at Marseilles, a French family travels 
by barge along the Rhone River to Strasbourg 
passing through the farm lands and vineyards 
of the central districts and the industrial area 
of the northeast of France. With an eye for 
detail that is at once artistic and informative 
the photographer has captured the essence of 
the French character through glimpses of the 
family at work and play. Lively narration 
adds much to the over-all excellence of the 
film. Recommended for all audiences. 


People of a city. Aktiebolaget Svensk 
Filmindustri. Distributor: Encyclopaedia 
Britannica Films. 1957. 18min. $75. 

With fine imaginative photography and a gen- 
tle sense of humor Arne Sucksdorff, Swedish 
film maker, creates a picture of the city of 
Stockholm. Musical background and the noises 
of the city set the mood and tell the story 
without the need of narration. The film pic- 
tures the city streets; people scurry across the 
street between cars, a gull’s-eye view catches 
the pattern of the cobblestones, sunshine and 
shadow play on people’s faces. A storm breaks 
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and pedestrians run for shelter; a young man 
and a girl jostle each other, exchange glances, 
and as the storm is over walk away together. 
Running away from their companions two 
boys hide in a church and wonder lights their 
eyes as they look around. They tiptoe in the 
silence and when one of them drops some 
marbles the noise brings an attendant. Out- 
side again, there are shoppers, store windows, 
factory wheels of all sizes, and the wharf 
where derelicts sit, an artist is busy, a fisher- 
man works on his nets, and gulls steal a little 
boy’s catch of fish. Throughout the film the 
faces of people give a vivid sense of the life 
of the city. Because of the beauty of the pho- 
tography, the skillful use of music, and the in- 
sight into urban living the film is highly rec- 
ommended for general use. 


The song of Christmas. Portafilms, Or- 
a Lake, Mich.
